Rain Brings 
Relief To 
N. Australia 


(| Melbourne, Oct. 27.. 

Relief from the drought, 
which has ravaged North- 
ern Australia ‘for the past 
four months, arrived in the 
Alice Springs area. thig 
weekend, with a 3814-inch 
rainfall. 

Thousands of cattle were 
threatened with death trom 
thirst and etarvation through- 
out’ the Australian winter, now 
ending. The fall was not 
enough .in itself to save the 
situation but .indicated-a good 
spring scason ahead, a Govern- 
ment officer sald. 

Ranchers now fear that heavy 
raing will flood the area, beg- 
ging down - thelr weakened 
cattle, and cause more loss, of 
livestock, No total estimate of 
tho damage coused by the 
droughts ‘has yet been reached.

“Ambiguous _ 
And Defective” 
US Immigration Law Attacked 
Washington, Oct. 27. 


_.. The Attorney-General, James,22., McGranery, 
said today that the new immigration law . which 


‘becomes effective on Dee. 24 ig badly in need of 


chanyre and qualification. . 

The Attorney-General listed what he regards 
as defects in the statute in an appearance before 
the Commission of Immigration and Naturalisa- 
tion. 


The Commission was recently 
ercated by President Truman to 
analyse the law and provide 
advice on how: it should be 
administered. The group, head- 
ed by a_ former  Solicitor- 
Genera], Philip P. Perlman, has 
held a number of hearings in 
other parts of the country. 

As head of the‘ Justice Deo» 
partment, Mr MeGranery noted 
he is. the official chiefly 
responsible for enforcement ‘of 
the statute, adoptéd by the last 
Congress and known as the Mc- 
Carran Act. 

Mr McGranery suid tHat the 
law, which ‘was supposed — to 
codify oll existing Jmmigradion 
regulations und udd new provi- 
sions; is full of ambiguilics, 

It suffered from faulty 
arranyement of sections, making 
intricale cross-references neces- 
sary ta determine what the rules 
are, he added. : 

As an example, he said the 


fixing criminal pennitics for 
smugeling aliens Into the United 
States or harbouring them after 
arrlyal—and one section of this | 
law hus been declared un- 
constitutional by some courts 
because of yagueness. 

“The provision,” he testified, 
“must be clarified if it is to be 
effective: in achieving its very 
desirable ends.” 

A RETREAT 

The new. Act, he said, retreats 
from the historical policy of 
excluding aliens for a past 
criminal offence only if the 
offence involves moral turpitude. 

"The new Jaw requires the 
exclusion .of..any, allen who. has 
been convicted of two or more 
offences (other thun purely 
political offences) whether or 
not moral turpitude was in- 
volved, so long as the total 
sentence Imposed was five years 
or more, : 

“Practical difficulties of  en- 
forcement result from this pro- 


totalitarian countrics consistently 
mask religious, racial ‘and poll- 
tleal persecutions as criminal 
Prosecutions.” % 

The jlaw—known as the 
McCarran Act, after its chief 
sponsor—was passed by Congress 
over President Truman's‘weto, It
